FLOTATION CHAMBERS 
ADD TO BOAT SAFETY

SMALL boats are the ones most 


likely to tip over. 


Builders and owners have been 


taking a new look at ways to 
keep them 
afloat, Should they 


capsize. 


While wooden craft always pos- 


sessed 
some natural buoyancy, 


new fiberglass and metaf boats 
will sink once they fill with water 
unless some form of flotation is 
installed. Dinghies, s k i f f s and 
r o w b o a I s particularly can be 
swamped. 


Youngsters clowning a r o u n d 


fislicrmen who stand up and movi 
about carelessly, 
boatmen wh< 


head out into rough seas or over 
load a small craft can end up ir 
the water. 


Flotation chambers are becom 


ing standard equipment on pleas 
ure boats large and small. Even 
wooden craft are using them ti 
counterbalance t'he added weigh 
of outboard motor and gear shoulc 
the boat fill.

Double floors with an air space 


between are frequently found in 
plastic craft. Metal boats 
often 


seal off bow and stern sections to 
form air compartments. 


These, too, might puncture or 


start to leak. Builders have been 
installing Styrofoam 
or similar 


air-cell plastics so that water can- 
not fill a flotation chamber. The 
material is often fastened undei 
the seats of a craft to help keep 
it afloat. 


Next year will see increased use 


of polyurethane foams. These re- 
markable products go into action 
when several chemicals are mix- 
ed. They quickly expand and foam 
up to fill sections of the boat, and 
:hen harden 
area.

Polyuret'hane is still best han-

awash. If this should happen, the 
flotation should be placed so that 
the hull will float upright 


An inverted boat can trap life 


preservers underneath and offer 
no hand holds for passengers in 
the water. The bottom of a boat 
that has turned turtle can be of 
small help even if it is afloat. 


A craft with good flotation to 


right can provide a fine life raft 
keep it on the surface and up- 
until help arrives. 


The chances are that few boat- 


men will ever have to use that 
built-in flotation, but it is an im- 
portant 
safety factor 
to have 


aboard.
